This is in response to the office action dated 12/19/2003, which was final. One month 
extension of time is required and submitted. The newly added claims are not believed 
to require any additional costs. However, if there are additional costs for any claims or 
extensions of time the cost should be withdrawn from Account No. 07-0190. Please 
note that that Examiner in the advisory action indicated that there is no support for use 
of the 5% significance level in the specification. The Applicant points out that in the 
tables used to make comparisons between the present invention and prior art inbreds 
the Applicant uses the .05 probability test, along with more stringent probabilities. The 
users of statistics generally have by convention established since the early 1920's that 
the standard that is employed in statistics to show a different is .05 probability or in 
other words the 5% significance level. Therefore, since this is the standard within the 
industry and within the realm of researchers generally and it is used in the specification
